J. Herbert of the 102d Field Artillery in 
France, in a letter received by a Wor- 
cester friend tells of the inhuman acts 
of German soldiers that have come to 
his personal attention 
and says they 


have aroused the feelings of the Amer- 
icans soldiers to'such a pitch that "May 
God have mercy on the next body 
nf

troops 
that 
try to come 


through." 


He described an engagement in which 


his artillerymen Jvvcre engaged, in part 
as follows: 


"We had a long, intense engagement. 


We were at it for 27 hours and we went 
through hell for that length of time. 


"All our telephone wires were cut by 


shells, the day and night were misty 
and the smoke from the explosing shells 


CM hunf low, 10 w« could not 


our flat* or blinker light* for meH 
and we w«re hard put to get orders to 
th« bttUrU*. the five of them occupy- 
ing nine petitions. 


"We did, however, succeed in keeping 


them worktngrand changing as the ob- 
jective changed, and we checked them. 
we drove them back, we caused them 
heavy losieit, we licked-them! 


"The boche made hit* daah and some 


of his troops gained our first line. Then 
thera was a long, stiff battle and the 
only booties that stayed were the dead 
bocbes. 


"All 
the time the 
boche artillery 


greatly outnumbering ours, put down 
a fearful bombardment of gas 
and 


high-explosive shells on our batteries. 
We served our pieces for nearly five 
hours in gas masks and we fired ev- 
erything we had. 
After a time we 


h'ad 
to yell for ammunition, and that 


was difficult to get. Then we had 
the hardest time of our'27 .hours, sit- 
ting idle under fire. Our battalion lost 
five men killed, 10'wounded and three 
missing1. 


"I saw it, not as a conceited Amer- 


ican, but as one who knows, them, 
our American 
boys are superb; to 


recount the deeds of daring-, courage 
and bravery would keep one busy for 
many hours. 


"I say it. too. our fight is not whol- 


ly with the German government. 
I 


know; and I know every man 'in this 
regiment wants it registered, that" 
we are fighting: the German soldier. 


"Don't you think we want to meet, 


face to face, pistol to pistol, the. fiends 
in the kaiser's uniform who inhuman- 
ly maimed two of our boys who fell 
into their hands? Don't you think we 
would like to encounter the devil who 
branded the flesh over the stomach 
of a young g-jrl with the plate on 
his helmet? 
That this was done by 


a German officer was told to me by 
the- surgeon who treated the French 
child of about 16. 
These acts and 


the deaths of our men have set our 
boys determinedly, and may God have 
mercy on the next body of German 
troops that try to come through."

Plan to Divide Allies 


What is known ay the Arras salient, 


which projects from the British lines 
between the German salients of the 
Somme and the .Lys, is standing in the 
way of a further German advance to- 
ward the coast of the Franco-British 
lines of communication.

the lines at important points the ene- 
my apparently hopes to divide the two 
armies. The reduction of 
the Arras 


salient by a, mighty blow could carry 
the Germans far toward Doulens, 18 
miles north of Amiens and about 13 
miles west of the present fighting line.

Lufbery's father was a. native born 


American, 
but

French woman and 
Lufhery himself 


was born 
in 
France, 
34 years ago. 


For the greater part of his life he was 
a traveler, taking up occupations MI 
various parts of the world where his 
fancy 
led 
him. 
He 
served 
for 13 


months with the American army in 
the Philippines. 


Lufbery joined the French aviation 


service in 191fi. 
By November of that 


year he had shot down six machines 
and had been cited for bravery, and 
early .last year he won the Cross of 
the Legion of Honor. 
Later he was 


presented with the ^old medal of the 
Aerial club of France, the British Mi- 
litary medal and the war medal of the 
Aero cluh of America.

Kan to assume active shape in France, 
Lufbery was commissioned a major in

IBT HIRING BOYS 


NEW YORK, May 
20.—Hiring 
a 


boy, which in American business often 
is a prologue to the little tragedy of 
"firing" a boy, can be made an opera- 
tion based on 
record 
rather 
than 


chance if business will co-operate with 
the schools, , according 
to 
Shecwln 


Cody, an exponent 
of 
standardized 


measurement of pupil efficiency. 


Mr. Cody is managing director of 


the National Associated 
Schools 
of 


Scientific Business, with headquarters 
in Chicago, "an organization not for 
profit" but for "supporting the govern- 
ment in the improvement of commer- 
cial education." 


He is in New York conducting a test 


of 15,000 high school students whose 
records in the fundamentals of educa- 
tion will be submitted to some of the 
world's greatest and many minor cor- 
porations, as 
prospective 
employers. 


He is working, he said, with 
other 


educationalists, 
government 
officials 


and leaders of commerce and indus- 
try "to erect a bridge between the 
schools and business which will do 
away with the 
present 
haphazard 


method of employing girls and boys 
for office positions." 


"Business men have accused the 


schools of inefficient teaching of the 
fundamentals," said Mr. Cody. "I am 
convinced from the most careful in- 
vestigation that the fault lies in the 
indifferent attitude of the pupils, which 
reflects the contemptuous attitude of 
business men. . If business men would 
mobilize the full psychological force 
of employment 
behind 
the 
schools 


through recognition of 
standardized 


school records in efficiency 
employ- 


ment lists, not only would they get 
a fair chance for an intelligent selec- 
tion of the best material coming from 
the schools, but jobs would in effect 
become valuable prizes 
that 
would 


stimulate pupils to work as they ought 
to work, for their own and the coun- 
try's .sake." 


Mr. Cody urged employers of office 


help to iiire girls and boys for be- 
ginners' positions, not by mere ap- 
pearances, but by 
appearance 
plus 


school records of mental alertness and 
ability and accuracy in the funda- 
mentals—grammar, spelling, punctua- 
tion, penmanship and arithmetic. 
He 


predicted that office efficiency can be 
revolutionized if business men 
will 


recognize records of school work: as 
they do records of previous employ- 
ment. 
Mr. Cody expressed a hope 


that the .missing link between the 
schools and business may be welded 
at a conference of commercial educa- 
tors, employers and school superin- 
tendents to be held in New York next 
November.

Our battalion los 
five men killed, 10 wounded and three 
missing1. 


"I saw it, not as a conceited Amer 


Scan, but as one who knows them 
our American 
hoys are superb; to 


recount the deeds of daring1, courage 
and bravery would keep one busy for 
many hours.

know, and I know every man in this 
regiment wants it registered, that' 
we are fighting the 'German soldier.

fund. 


With its appeal for 
subscriptions 


sanctioned and endorsed by President 
Wilson, the cabinet, General Pershing, 
Vice Admiral Sims, 
Cardinal Gibbons 


and other prominent 
Americans, 
tho 


Red Cross has set in motion its vast 
machinery of 20,000,000 members in an 
intensive campaign of one week to ob- 
tain funds necessary for the mainten- 
ance and expansion of a great system 
of relief work overseas and at home. 


Emphasizing that the war 
council 


has "faithfully 
and economically ad- 


ministerdd the people's trust," Presi- 
dent Wilson, in his recent proclamation 
announcing the drive, pointed out that 
the war fund raised in 1917 needed re- 
plenishment in order to care "for the 


•elfare of the men in our military and 


naval forces, and for those dependent 
upon them, and for the yet more urgent 
necessities of our allies, military and 
civilian, who have long borne the brunt 
of the war." 


Contributions to the war fund are de- 


scribed by the president as "the discov- 
ery of new opportunities of helpfulness 
under conditions which translate oppor- 
tunity into duty." 


Last year's fund easily 
was 
raised 


and the campaign to treble the mem- 
jcrship went over the top with a rush, 
so national oflicials of the organization 
low maintain a justifiable confidence in 
the willingness of the American people 
to respond again to the plea for sub- 
scriptions. 


Since tho first band 
of 
American 


workers sailed last June, the Red Cross 
lias built up a system of relief that ex- 
tends from the home stations of the de- 
stroyer ileets on the Irish coast down to 
the battle lines in northern Italy, Vast 
sums of money have been entrusted to 
the American commissions, but the ex- 
penditures have effected a full measure 
of relief.
